The cou nty cou ncil adjou rned y es­ 
terday afternoon» to meet again in­ 
side thirty day s to take u p the qu es­ 
tion of making the mu ch needed re­ 
pairs on the cou rt hou se. The cou rt 
hou se repair qu estion was taken u p 
at the special session Satu rday , bu t 
nothing was done, as it was appar­ 
ent, after an ex amination 
of 
the 
cou rt hou se, that it wou ld requ ire 
sev eral day s to appropriate money to 
pay for repairs that are apparent, 
and for other repairs which it wou ld 
be fou nd wou ld be needed if some 
inv estigation were made. 
One of the things adv ocated by 
certain members of the 
cou nty 
is 
to mov e the cou nty power 
hou se, 
which fu rnishes heat for the cou nty 
jail and cou rt hou se, to the cou rt 
hou se lawn at the sou theast corner 
of the cou rt hou se. This plan is be­ 
ing adv anced by one member of the 
cou nty cou ncil and other members of 
the cou nty cou ncil are taking u p with 
it. 
This was su ggested becau se the 
commissioners asked for an appro­ 
priation to bu y new boilers. 
Many Ru shv ille men, and farmers 
ov er the cou nty , hold u p their hands 
in horror at the thou ght of su ch a 
thing. 
It is shown that other cou n­ 
ties are taking steps to beau tify their 
ou rt hou se lawns instead of to de- 
?ace them. 
That su ch a mov e wou ld mar the 
beau ty of the cou nty hou se lawn is 
generally admitted. The members of 
the cou nty cou ncil who is adv ocating 
the bu ilding of a power hou se at the 
sou theast corner of the cou rt hou se 
apparently does not think 
of 
the 
beau ty , bu t is taking consideration 
( lily the idea that some money might 
)6 sav ed. 
It is the argu ment of some mem­ 
bers of the cou ncil that money wou ld 
be sav ed by bu ilding a power hou se, 
becau se then the carry ing 
of 
the 
steam to the cou rt hou se wou ld be 
done away with. 
On the other hand 
men who are opposed to the plan to 
destroy the 
beau ty 
of the 
cou rt 
h ou se lawn say that it wou ld be no 
cheaper to carry the steam back to 
the jail than it wou ld be to carry it 
to the cou rt hou se as is now being 
done. 
Members of the cou ncil hav e com­ 
plained becau se steam was wasted 
last winter becau se of a break in the 
pipe in First street which conv ey s 
steam to the cou rt 
hou se. 
That 
break can be repaired, it is declared, 
and besides a break might occu r in 
the pipe that carried steam from a 
power hou se 011 the cou rt hou se lawn 
to the jail. 
Inv estigations which 
hav e 
been 
made as a resu lt of the cou nty cou n­ 
cil asking for estimates on the cost 
of repairing the cou rt hou se resu lted 
in the discov ery that the cellar of 
the cou rt hou se is in a terribly shape. 
Asbestos 
has been torn from 
the 
pipes, and mu ch heat that shou ld 
hav e been u tilized in the cou rt hou se 
escaped and went to waste 
in 
the 
cellar. 
Fu rthermore the escaping steam 
in the cellar has resu lted in the wood 
floor in the assembly room and the 
mission mosaic floors in other rooms 
of the cou rt hou se cracking. The es­ 
caping steam also made the cellar 
damp, and that together with other 
debris 
which

been lodged 
in the cellar, generated gases which 
Continu ed oa par« 4.

Court Urges Jurors to Use Utmost 


Care and Secrecy— Cases 


Are Dismissed. 


When cou rt conv ened this morning 
Ju dge Blair annou nced that he wou ld 
shou lder the responsibility in Prose­ 
cu tor O’Neil’s case, and that the in­ 
v estigation wou ld be started tomor­ 
row morning at nine o’clock. 
The cou rt admonished 
both the 
prosecu tor, who filed a petition to re­ 
v oke the 
appointment of 
Wallace 
Morgan as his depu ty , and Mr. Mor­ 
gan, who replied to the charges y es­ 
terday with a v ehement denial and a 
demand that 
an 
inv estigation be 
made, to hav e their 
witnesses 
on 
hand tomorrow 
morning 
at 
nine 
o’clock, and he wou ld hear the testi­ 
mony of both sides to prov e or re­ 
fu te the charges. 
Ju dge Blair pointed ou t that there 
are three way s by which the inv esti­ 
gation cou ld be taken u p. 
The first 
plan he su ggested was that a com­ 
mittee from the local bar association 
might be appointed by him to learn 
the tru th or the falsity of the charges 
as made by the prosecu tor. 
The objection to this plan, Ju dge 
Blair said, was that too often it was 
charged, and many times u nju stly 
so, that committees from the bar as­ 
sociation 
u sed 
the 
“white-wash 
bru sh” too freely when inv estigating 
charges preferred against their mem­ 
bers. 
Ju dge Blair said the second plan 
might be to charge the grand ju ry to 
inv estigate the case thorou ghly . He 
said there was ail objection to that 
method, also. He pointed ou t that he 
cou ld not v ery well hear su ch a case 
after the grand ju ry had reported, 
and that it wou ld be necessary to ap­ 
point a special ju dge, which wou ld 
entail an ex tra ex pense on the cou n­ 
ty - 
The third plan ex plained by Ju dge 
Blair was that lie 
cou ld 
hear the 
case directly himself and decide on 
it after hearing the ev idence from 
both sides. 
It was pointed ou t by attorney s to­ 
day that an error was made y ester­ 
day that lie wou ld fix the matter u p 
after Mr. Morgan had filed his de­ 
nial of the prosecu tor’s charges y es­ 
terday . 
Instead the cou rt said that 
he wou ld take u p the matter.

Halifax, N. S., April 23—The cable 
ship Mackay-Bennett sends word she 
has fifty-three bodies picked up from 
the Titanic wreck and which either 
have been identified or are in such 
condition that it is probable they can 
be identified when brought to Halifax. 
Orders were sent to the Mackay-Ben­ 
nett by the White Star line to steam 
for Halifax with the bodies that have 
been recovered, and the ship wTas no­ 
tified at the same time that the West­ 
ern Union cable ship Minia would be 
dispatched to the scene to relieve her 
The intention of the Mackay-Ben­ 
nett when she left this port was to 
bring back only such bodies as were 
identified or identifiable with the ex­ 
treme probability that many unknown 
bodies would have to be returned to 
the sea. 
A clergyman was taken to 
perform the burial service in such 
cases. 
The same thing is being done 
with the Minia. The Minia takes more 
than a clergyman for this purpose. 
She received on board a quantity of 
old iron to be used as weights in tak­ 
ing to the depths of the ocean the bod­ 
ies that are not retained by her. The 
Minia’s equipment for this expedition 
also includes 150 coffins and eighty 
tons of ice. 
With favorable weather 
she will reach the scene of the disas­ 
ter or the point where the bodies have 
been reported or found, in forty-eight 
or fifty hours, and the Mackay-Bennett 
will require the same time to return.

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How Indiana Tried to Build a Rail­ 
road, and How It Cost the People 
$1,500,000 and Brought No Results'— 
An Experience That the Advocacy 
of Government Ownership of Public 
Utilities Brings Sharply to Mind. 


Indianapolis.—“We advocate the col­ 
lective ownership of all social property 
and the democratic management there­ 
of. 
By social property I mean rail­ 
roads, telephone and telegraph lines, 
express companies, sleeping car com­ 
panies, street and interurban railways, 
water works, gas companies and the 
like; in fact, all public utilities, to he 
operated by the people and for the 
people, and not by the capitalist for 
the benefit of the capitalist.” 
This sentiment was uttered by Mr. 
Stephen M. Reynolds, Socialist candi­ 
date for governor, in speaking of the 
preparations now In progress for the 
Socialist .national convention which 
will meet in this city on May 12. He 
said that his party is preparing to 
make an aggressive campaign through­ 
out the state and country and he is 
taking a very optimistic view of the 
situation. 
Mr. Reynolds has been a 
Socialist for fourteen years, has made 
the race for congress in the Fifth dis­ 
trict, and has been the nominee of his 
party for mayor of Terre Haute. 
Under his direction the Socialists 
are pushing the propaganda night and 
day, having 200 organizations in the 
state and in some of the smaller 
towns, especially in the mining dis­ 
tricts, having succeeded in electing 
the local officers. 
A declaration in favor of govern­ 
ment or popular ownership of public 
utilities by the Socialist national con­ 
vention and its advocacy in the cam­ 
paign, will no doubt recall to many 
the experience of Indiana in the build­ 
ing of the old Madison and Lafayette 
railroad w’hich was a part of the sys­ 
tem of international Improvements un­ 
dertaken in 1836 * and ending disas­ 
trously several years later. 
It has 
been but a few years since a New 
Yorker sent to a lawyer in this city 
some $7,000 of the old bonds and the 
state paid them after a suit In court 
in wrhich the legality was satisfac­ 
torily established. 
No one, it seems, 
knew of their existence till they were 
presented for payment, it having been 
supposed that all of the bonds had 
been paid and canceled. 
The Madison and Lafayette railroad 
wras authorized by an act of the legis­ 
lature of 1836 and it was begun under 
the direction of a board of public im­ 
provement appointed under the act and 
empowered to “establish such rates 
of toll or other charges for passengers 
or property as they may deem reason­ 
able and most consistent with the pub­ 
lic interests.” The expenses of opera­ 
tion were to be paid out of the earn­ 
ings of the road. 
The survey was 
made, but the work w'ent on so slowly 
that the legislature of 1842 abolished 
the board and provided for the con­ 
tinuation of the work by a private 
company under the general supervi­ 
sion of the state. 
A report made at 
the time showred that practically no 
work had been done except on the 
hill, and the inclined plane at Madison, 
and that this was done in “a very 
wasteful manner.” 
Under this act 
the road was turned over to the Madi­ 
son & Indianapolis Railroad company, 
and the expense to date was shown 
to he $1,624,292, and of this sum the 
road had earned only $62,493. 
One year after this act the road 
passed into the hands of others, the 
state still retaining stock, but this 
paid nothing and the transaction show­ 
ed a net loss when it was closed up 
of nearly $1,500,000, the original ap­ 
propriation of $1,300.000 having been 
sunk and with it all that the road had 
earned far the state up to that time. 
This was the record that the state 
made as the owner and operator of a 
railroad back in 1842 and, added to the 
millions that were sunk in the old 
canal building era. placed a burden of 
debt upon the people that it required 
years to recover from. 
Socialists contend that they have 
made great progress through the edu­ 
cation of the people by means of muni­ 
cipal-owned lighting plants and water 
wmrks, and that these, where the man­ 
agement has been separated from pol­ 
itics, have been in the main success­ 
ful; that is, that the people have got 
ten cheaper water and light. The op­ 
ponents 
of 
government 
onwership, 
while denying that this is true even 
of municipal-owned plants, see a great 
difference between operating a little 
light plant or a water works plant, 
in which not more than ten or a dozen 
persons are employed, and operating 
a system of railroad lines extending 
across the continent and employing 
many thousand men. 
They say that 
the capabilities for machine politics in 
the first are reduced to the minimum, 
while the possibilities of the second 
are at a maximum. 
Mr. Reynolds is a delegate to the 
national convention and is pledged to 
urge his views upon that body. In ex­ 
planation of his advocacy of the abol­ 
ishment of the United States supreme 
court he declared that there are 201 
decisions by that body in which the 
rights of the people have been usurped.

King Corn. 


That millions of 
dollars may be 
saved annually by testing the seed 
corn before it is planted is the firm 
belief of the 
council of 
grain ex­ 
changes. 
Posters are being sent out 
urging farmers to take this precau­ 
tion and showing how the test may 
be carried on by school children to 
their own educational advantage and 
to the economical gain of farmers. 
The poster emphasizes the 
fact 
that a farmer loses $ 4 for every ear 
of corn planted which does not grow, 
and that pure seed means 1,000,000 
bushels more every y ear. 
Seed se­ 
lection will also add 10 bushels an 
acre to the corn yield. 
The process of testing seed com is 
illustrated by diagrams. Each school 
child in a district is asked to take 
part in what they term a “ rag baby” 
contest. Twelve ear> of corn, enough 
to plant an acre, are to be secured by 
each child and brought to school. 
From each ear four to ten kernels are 
to be taken, the ears to be numbered 
and the kernels kept separate and 
numbered In the same way. 
These 
kernels are to be wrapped in a care­ 
fully numbered square of damp cloth 
and protected by a piece, of 
damp 
gunny sack to keep from drying out. 
At the end of six day s the squares 
are unwrapped, and the tabulation 
takes place. On a slip of paper, num­ 


bered like the squares, are spaces 
marked “ good,” “ weak” and “ dead.” 
As soon as each square is opened it 
will he tabulated “ good” if the grains 
have thrown out both sprouts and 
rootlets; 
“ weak” if only sprouts or 
rootlets alone, and “ dead” if lin g er- j et* 110 objection, 
urinated. 
In this way the farmer will he con­ 
vinced that he will secure best re­ 
sults by planting the seed which has 
been carefully tested. 
The council 
believes the time is coming when the 
children will test all the seed which 
is planted, not only corn, but wheat 
and oats and vegetable seeds.

ders are 
received to do so. 
Last 
summer, when this company had a 
contract to oil for certain property 
owners, it went ahead and oiled the 
remainder of the bloek in many in­ 
stances, expecting to receive pay for 
the work. 
In this manner the com­ 
pany lost a large sum of money be­ 
cause any number of people refused 
to pay for the oiling although they 
were enjoy ing the benefits from it.

Frank Redman, rural mail carrier, 
passed Paul H arris and the negro 
that morning near the bridge at Riley 
Zorne’s farm as they drove to Paul’s 
house. He did not recognize them as 
the air was heavy with fog 
tha t 
morning. 
The rural mail carrier was 
approached by L. B. H arris who said 
his son Paul had declared to him 
that he and Culbertson passed the 
mail carrier at 
the 
bridge 
near 
Zorne’s, which is a mile 
or more 
from the Ashland farm. 
The mail 
carrier generally 
arrives at 
that 
point about nine-thirty o’clock in the 
morning. 
On this particular morn­ 
ing, however, the mail carriers were 
over an hour late, having left the of­ 
fice at eight instead of 
seven, the 
schedule time. 
Philos Culbertson, the negro farm 


laborer, sought refuge in the jail on 
Saturday following tlie tragedy on 
Tuesday . 
He went to the 
coroner 
with the story that he feared his life 
was in jeopardy because he had told 
about incidents of the day of the fire, 
and he was advised to remain in jail. 
He has been allowed to come and go 
at will, but he has remained pretty 
close to the county bastile.
